Johnson came onto the floor in the 
midst of the filibuster by Sen. Bicone,

Johnson was one of the leaders in 
the fight against the League of N a­ 
tions In 1919-20, and his assault on 
th** world court was bitter. 
"Already we have the means at 
hand In the Hague court to accom­ 
plish an y th in g that we could accom­ 
plish in the world court," Johnson 
said. 
"I believe th at Joining the court 
haH any efficacy. 
I decline to sub­ 
ject American questions to foreign 
judges. This action will depart from 
the American policy of 140 
years 
and will take us into Europe’s poli­ 
tical affairs.” 
Johnson recalled the famous Lea­ 
gue fight and scored war and peace 
propaganda. 
He claimed that "even 
the minds of little children in the 
schools are being poisoned in the 
sacred name of peace."

Wk have read a lot about the crime problem in Chicago, and 
New York, and in our state of Minnesota, and a point not empha- j 
sized by many students of this problem is the fact, as stated in. 
one of Captain William H. Fawcett’s magazines, that a consider-; 
able group of citizens has started in this occupation of holding up ! 
people, robbing filling stations and pay rolls, because they desire, 
to enter sush a get quick rich calling. 
I 
Heredity and crime complex and a lot of other learned terms j 
have nothing to do with it. These people, after due consideration,! Brownville^ Jazz Band Feature of 
have taken up a life of crime. 
Hunger, lack of a job, did not j Tonight’s Vaudeville

stir them. 
The crime wave is being attacked bn all angles. 
As stated 
editorially by the Minneapolis Tribune, the interim crime co m m is­ 
sion appointed by Governor Christianson to make a study of the 
causes of and remedies for crime with a view to making recom­ 
mendations to the next legislature will do well to ponder the fol­ 
lowing statement recently made by David E. Blair, chief justice 
of the Missouri supreme court: 
“The threat, of th e crimina l class is real, not 
Imaginary. 
Society 's 
s tro n g enough to protect itself if it will do so. 
Too great laxity a n d lenience 
to w ard crim ina ls have un duly encouraged them and a rro g a n tly embol dened 
them. 
The time has come when no man is secure in flu! fruits of his toil 
and economy. 
Eve n life itself is not safe from criminal aggre ssion, If th e 
criminal thinks he can gain by ta king it." 
“Every word of this applies with truth and force to Minne­ 
sota. 
Chief Justice Blair does not over-reach Mi stating condi­ 
tions, nor is he extravagant in saying society has the power to 
cope with this dangerous, murderous evil, and that in self-protec­ 
tion it only needs to exercise that power under law. 
“In this country we have pressed the principle of the pre­ 
sumption of innocence into a service that goes out of bounds. 
In 
the effort to see that no gustless man shall be made to suffer we 
have come to the point wherc we let too many of the guilty escape 
the penalty of their lawlessness. Society, or its official representa­ 
tives, lean forward in tenderness for proved outlaws, and back­ 
ward in the attitude toward self-preservation. 
In this habit we 
have gone to such lengths as to produce exactly and entirely the 
situation which Chief Justice Blair outlines. 
“In Oregon, Missouri, Kansas, Illinois, Massachusetts, and 
other states the anti-crime agitation is as aggressive as it is in 
Minnesota.*' The common demand is that there shall be less le­ 
niency for those who brazenly break the laws,and more particular-! 
ly for those who, in doing so, put themselves "in the unquestionable I 
classification of potential murderers. 
It has been amply proved | 
by experience that present-day banditry is consciously inbued with j 
the idea of taking human life, if necessary, as an alternative to I 
continue the freedom of action of the bandit. 
J 
“Both Chief Justice Blair and former Governor Hadley of 
Missouri say the prevalence of crime is due more to legislative' 
than to court shortcomings. 
The courts are bound by the statu­ 
tory limitations placed on them, and handicapped in an, adminis­ 
tration of real justice by the lodgment of judicial power in other 
agencies than the courts. These two men also hold the legislature 
primarily responsible for what criminal lawyers are able to do in 
invoking technicalities to save their clients from getting their 
deserts. 
Speaking for Missouri, Mr. Hadley says the capture, I 
prosecution and punishment of those guilty of major crimes is 
only IO to 15 per cent efficient. 
It is not unlikely that a like per­ 
centage applies to Minnesota. 
If that be true, society has itself 
been almost criminally negligent in not using the power of public 
opinion to coerce the constituted authorities into strengthening 
the criminal code.” 
Here in Brainerd the courts, through Judge W. S. McClena- 
han, are operating and sentences imposed are not of the molly­ 
coddle kind. 
The guilty have been punished and the sentences 
meted out have reflected the severity of the crime. 
Technicalities of the law, failure to dot “i’s” or cross “t’s," 
sometimes result in freeing criminals* and T h e D i s p a t c h recently 
quoted some of these examples. 
Minnesota’s crime commission 
has a serious problem to study. The growth of killing in connec­ 
tion with robbery is one of the saddest developments of the crime 
wave. 
Not content with robbing a man or firm, the bandit adds 
murder to his long list of wrongdoings.

Iii two races over a three-mile and 
a mile and a half distance, Thunberg 
was not only badly beaten by J c 
Moore, 
t h e 
international 
Indoor 
champion, 
and 
Charley 
Gorman, 
Canadian champion but he was al­ 
most forced to give up. 
He told his friends today he real­ 
ized it wTas futile for him to try to 
adjust his stride to the sharp turns 
of a small track and it was impos­ 
sible for him to get accustomed to 
short blades that are necessary on a 
small track. 
There is no question that T hun­ 
berg is a vastly better skater than 
he appeared to he in his first two 
races. 
He won more points for Fin­ 
land in the 1924 Olympic games than 
Paavo Nurmi did and he is perhaps 
the best amateur skater in the world 
on a big outdoor track. 
He got all tangled up in his race 
last night in t h e Garden and almost 
fell. When Moore and Gorman jump­ 
ed him he fell back almost a lap and 
didn’t exert himself when he saw he 
could not catch the leaders. 
For this lack of effort the gallery 
treated him to a razzing but it is 
doubtful that h e knew what it was 
all about. 
Thunberg has much more of a per­ 
sonality than Nurmi and in trusting 
his reputation to a game that he 
knew 
nothing a^out 
he displayed 
perfect sportsmanship. 
The way Joe 
Moore is skating now there isn’t any 
amateur on the ice who can heat him 
on a small track and Thunberg ad­ 
mits it. 
Moore’s time in winning last night 
was 4:37, twelve seconds behind the 
record, but he wasn’t pushed seri­ 
ously and might have made better 
time under stiffer competition.
